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Mayor Byrd Challenges CBA Protesters Demand Police 


Process in Mid-negotiation

The last regular meeting of the 
Greenbelt City Council on Mon- 
day, June 22, did not get off to 
a good start. Approximately the 
first 45 minutes of the meeting 
were devoted to council’s debat- 
ing what should or should not be 
on the agenda. The first motion 
to add an item went smoothly 
enough, as Councilmember Rod- 
ney Roberts requested that a let- 
ter to Greenbelt’s Congressional 
delegation be added to seek their 
assistance in the city’s quest to 
acquire the Armory property on 
Greenbelt Road. 


Then Mayor Colin Byrd made 
two motions that came rather out 
of the blue, with apparently no 
forewarning to any of his col- 
leagues. One was to postpone 
and remove from the agenda an 
item for council to review and 
approve the proposed draft Col- 
lective Bargaining Agreement 
(CBA) with the Fraternal Order 
of Police (FOP). Byrd’s second 
motion was to have “immediate 
public release” of the document 
so that it could be reviewed by 
members of the public.

Maglev DEIS Prep Resumes, 
Some Design Changes Made

Planning work has resumed 
for the Baltimore-Washington 
Superconducting Maglev Proj- 
ect (baltimorewashingtonscmag- 
levproject.com). The proposed 
high-speed magnetic levitation 
train would run between Wash- 
ington and Baltimore, with an 
intermediate stop at Baltimore- 
Washington International Thur- 
good Marshall Airport. This is 
the first segment of a system 
envisioned to eventually connect 
metropolitan hubs and airports in 
the northeastern U.S. The project, 
which is proposed by Northeast 
Maglev, LLC, and being devel- 
oped by Baltimore-Washington 
Rapid Rail (BWRR), has strong 
support from Maryland Governor 
Larry Hogan and already 1s par- 
tially funded. 

The permitting process and 
development of the project’s draft 


environmental impact statement 
(DEIS) had been paused last year 
by the Federal Railroad Admin- 
istration, the lead federal agency 


on the project, and the Maryland

Reform and Accountabilit

Prince George's Changemak- 
ers (PGC) Coalition led a rally 
on Monday afternoon, gathering 
more than 50 supporters despite 
heavy rain, thunder and light- 
ning. Marchers proceeded from 
Roosevelt Center to Greenbelt 
Road, where they gathered near 
the intersection with Southway, 
chanting and holding signs with 
messages including “Pass Anton’s 
Law,” “We Deserve Police Ac- 
countability” and “Fewer Police, 
More Social Workers.” Green- 
belt is the eighth city in Prince 
George’s County where PGC 
have rallied. 

After returning to Roosevelt 
Center, rally organizers Krystal 


Oriadha and Amity Pope ex- 
plained their demands. “We are 
not being unreasonable when we 
demand accountability,” Oriadha 
said. “We will break systemic 
racism and bring it to its knees, 
and we’ll do it by policies and 
legislation.” The organizers were 
relieved to see how many com- 
mitted Greenbelters turned up 
despite the bad weather, to “show 
up in the rain, stay out, march 
and advocate.” Oriadha went on 
to urge the crowd toward further 
action: “This is what I’m asking 
all our allies here to do. Black 
women, since they were stolen 
and brought here as slaves, have 
been holding up social move- 
ments on their shoulders. Allies, 
it’s going to cost you something. 
When you see your neighbors 


or your family members saying 
things that are ‘uncomfortable,’ 
you check them before they leave 
the house. Don’t allow them to 
sit comfortably. When you leave 
here, you have a charge: take a 
little bit of the burden off our 
shoulders.” 

Policy changes that PGC want 
to see include the repeal of LEO- 
BR, the Law Enforcement Officer 
Bill of Rights. Maryland passed 
the first LEOBR in the United 
States in 1972, and it remains 
one of the most protective of po- 
lice officers in the country. 

PGC demand the passage of 
Anton’s Law, Maryland HB1090/ 
SB1066, which concerns the 
use of deadly force, complaints

Codify Accountability 

On July 4 our country cel- 
ebrates its rule of law, its system 
of checks and balances, demo- 
cratic engagement and the popu- 
lar will. But policing is immune 


from the democratic processes 
that apply to the rest of our gov- 
ernment. Today small steps are 
changing the traditional scope of 
police work. As reported in The 
New York Times Magazine (June 
21, 2020), the Camden New Jer- 
sey Police Department instituted 
a policy in 2019 that mandates 
that the police de-escalate a con- 
flict, use force only as a last 
resort, intervene to stop excessive 
force and report violations of law 
and policy by other officers. On 
June 12, 2020, the State of New 
York repealed a law that kept 
secret the disciplinary records of 
police officers. In Los Angeles 
some city council members suc- 
ceeded in getting the mayor to 
propose moving $150 million of 
the Police Department’s nearly 
$2 billion operating budget to 
health and job programs. In Eu- 
gene, Oregon, some 911 calls 
are routed to a crisis intervention 
service called Cahoots that deals 
with homelessness, substance 
abuse and mental illness. Hous- 
ton, Texas, routes some mental 
health calls to a counselor, if they 
are not emergencies. The Green- 
belt Police Department says that 
Mayor Colin Byrd’s proposed 
legislation, the Greenbelt Fair and 
Just Policing Act of 2020, essen- 
tially codifies existing practices. 
Then let’s codify his legislation 
so that it can become another 
small step toward the democratic 
accountability of the police and a 
model for other jurisdictions.

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Environmental Justice 


Presentation, July 19 

On Sunday, July 19, at 7:30 
p.m. the Green Teams of the City 
of Greenbelt and Greenbelt Com- 
munity Church, United Church 
of Christ, will sponsor the third 
environmental Zoom presentation. 
A short talk, followed by Q&A, 
will introduce chemical corrosion, 
which is the science of how met- 
als degrade in their surroundings. 
This is important because as the 
metal used in homes and com- 
munities degrades, the chemical 
corrosion has a negative impact 
on people’s health and the envi- 
ronment. 

Often this process, if un- 
checked, has a greater effect on 
communities of color. It thus be- 
comes an issue of environmental 
justice, which is defined as the 
fair treatment and meaningful 
involvement of all people regard- 
less of race, color, national origin 
or income, with respect to the 
development, implementation and 
enforcement of environmental 
laws, regulations and policies. 

Case studies will be discussed 
in applying chemical corrosion to 
environmental justice, including 
the proposed development of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
facility at the Beltsville Agricul- 
tural Research Center site. 

Greenbelter Vijay Paramesh- 
waran, Ph.D., is a scientist at 
the U.S. Army Research Labora- 
tory whose work is focused on 
semiconductor materials growth 
and properties in electrochem1- 
cal environments. He is also an 
environmental activist. He will be 
joined by longtime City Council 
member Rodney Roberts regard- 
ing efforts to halt the industri- 
alization of BARC to keep the 
green farm instead of polluting 
the water and land.

Department of Transportation, the 
project sponsor, while BWRR 
reassessed and refined the criti- 
cal design elements. Work on the 
DEIS resumed in May and will 
address the changes made by 
BWRR. The revised schedule 
now calls for the DEIS to be 
completed and sent to “participat- 
ing” federal, state and local gov- 
ernment agencies in December 
2020, with a public comment 
period and hearings anticipated 
for spring 2021. The final envi- 
ronmental impact statement will 
be completed in winter 2022. 
The route is still planned to 
basically follow the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway, but the spe- 
cific alignment has not yet been 
selected (route J is on east side 


of the Parkway, including much 
of the old airport site off Spring- 
field Road; J1 on the west side, 
located in the largely forested 
area between Powder Mill and 
Odell Roads). The train would 
run below ground through popu- 
lated areas then emerge above 
ground on federal or other public 
properties. The major change is 
the addition of two possible sites 
for a train maintenance facility 
(TMF) on the Beltsville Agricul- 
tural Research Center (BARC), 
one located to the east of the 
Parkway, the other to the west; 
a third possible site is north of 
MD-198 between the Parkway 
and MD-32. One site will be 
chosen, likely depending in part 
on which alignment is selected.

Everyone was a bit confused 
for a while because other mem- 
bers of council had requested 
that the item not be placed on 
the agenda of this meeting at 
all and were happy to postpone 
it — but not for the same reason 
Byrd proposed. Councilmembers 
Emmett Jordan, Judith Davis and 
Edward Putens said the docu- 
ment was incomplete, with some 
parts of it having been received 
just before the meeting. For the 
reason that it was not yet ready 
for discussion, Jordan seconded 
Byrd’s motion to remove the 
CBA from the agenda, and the 
rest of council supported the 
motion. 

Davis then said that at this 
point there was no agreement, 
and there would not be until the 
CBA was accepted by both par- 
ties. Without citing a source, 
Byrd replied that his information 
was that there was currently a 
draft CBA that had been ratified 
by the FOP. It was that draft 
he wanted to be made public to 
have adequate time for review 
before council acted on it. Da- 
vis reiterated that it would be 
inappropriate to release anything 
before there 1s an agreement and 
that public comment would be 
solicited then. 

Byrd said he believed council 
should not vote on the document 
without more extensive time al- 
lowed for public review. He 
added the negotiations had been 
“secret” in the past but he did 
not agree with that approach and 
would move that in the future 
they would be open to public 
comment prior to a vote. He 
described the existing CBA pro- 
cess as “anti-democratic” and 
suggested that the entire process 
might be made public. 

Davis said this matter could 
not be handled by changing rules 
mid-stream in a bargaining pro- 
cess that was accepted by both 
parties. She made a motion to 
call the question, which was sec- 


onded by Councilmember Leta 
Mach. The motion to call the 
question, which meant the dis- 
cussion was closed for this meet- 
ing, carried five to two, with 
Byrd and Roberts voting against. 
Byrd's original motion to release 
the draft to the public failed, with 
only Byrd and Roberts voting in 
favor. 

In the city ad in the July 2 
issue of this paper, City Manager 
Nicole Ard provides background 
information on this year’s collec- 
tive bargaining process.

The maglev project has caused 
considerable debate among resi- 
dents of Greenbelt and other 
communities along the proposed 
route. Proponents tout the envi- 
ronmental and economic benefits 
of mass transit. Opponents focus 
on the disruption — and pos- 
sible loss of property value — of 
construction and operation of a 
train tunnel beneath homes as 
well as damage to forests and 
other natural areas. The possible 
location of a TMF on BARC 
property will pose an additional 
concern to Greenbelters who 
are already concerned about the 
“industrialization” of BARC by 
the proposed construction of a 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
plant there.

against officers, transparency with 
regards to officers’ records and 
allowing investigations of of- 
ficers. 

Several important demands 
for police reform are outlined at 
8cantwait.org: ban chokeholds 
and strangleholds; require de- 
escalation; require warning before 
shooting; exhaust all alterna- 
tives before shooting; duty to 
intervene; ban shooting at mov- 
ing vehicles; require use of force 
continuum; require comprehensive 
reporting. City of Greenbelt po- 
lice and Prince George’s County 
police have already adopted these 
practices as their official policy. 

PGC demand that police be 
held more strictly accountable to 
these policies. 

They distributed a printed list 
of their demands, which fall un- 
der the headings of Answer Us, 
Empower Us and Protect Us: 
“institute a transparent hiring pro- 
cess for the chief of police that 
includes community input; repeal 
LEOBR; pass Anton’s Law; cut 
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police funding and re-invest in 
communities; fire officers who 
assault residents, use racist lan- 
guage, or are proven to be ra- 
cially biased; ban no-knock war- 
rants; take law enforcement out 
of schools; pass a law prohibiting 
the use of excessive force; allow 
for the disclosure of all investiga- 
tions into police misconduct un- 
der the Maryland Public Informa- 
tion Act; demilitarize the police 
force; ban the use of the 1033 
program [distribution of military 
property to police forces]; include 
community activists on civilian 
review boards; and ensure police 
officers live in the county.” More 
about the group can be found on 
their Facebook page. 

The rally closed with a chant, 
using the words of Black feminist 
revolutionary Assata Shakur: “It 
is our duty to fight for our free- 
dom. It is our duty to win. We 
must love each other and support 
each other. We have nothing to 
lose but our chains.”
